We saw a number of Sierra j 
; Madre cars as enraptured as we 
were. 

I cannot believe that any 
i townsfolk who have had an op- 
portunity to see these marvelous 
wild flowers in full bloom de- , 
liberatly stayed at home. 

From the office of THE NEWS 
to the heart of the wild flower 
blooms in Shafter, the speedo- 
meter of our car registered j 
exactly 129 miles, but miles mean j 
nothing to the present day motor- ; 
1st where roads are perfect and j 
the weather fair. 

The best route from Sierra j 
Madre, is north towards Bakers¬ 
field on U. S. Highway 99. You 
hit the Seventh Standard road 
six miles out of Bakersfield, turn 
left on this road and continue 
west for four miles until the 
flower fields are reachced. Signs I 
along the highway insure arrival 
at the destination without trouble, j 
The trip over the broad new 
high gear road over the ridge is J 
a treat in itself. 

The best way to describe the j 
Shafter wild flower show would 
be by means of an artist’s can- j 
vas, bringing out as nearly as 
possible the “riot of color” ef- j 
feet. You cannot extoll this dis¬ 
play by the mere use of words. 
The thing to do is to see the j 
show for yourself and you will j 
agree with me that you have 
seen something. 

Are we at the dawn of a new ( 
era, or have we passed the 
threshold of the “Trailer Age?” 

The answer may have been 
found in the National Trailer and 
Sports Show just concluded at 
the Pan Pacific auditorium, In 
Los Angeles, where trailers of 
every size and description were 
on display.

H EADED by Ernest Suther¬ 
land Bates’ “Story of the 
Supreme Court,” a history 
and Interpretation of the Na¬ 
tion’s No. 1 tribunal, many im¬ 
portant spring books have just 
been added to the shelves of the 
public library. 

Notable biographies, autobi¬ 
ographies and histories are in¬ 
cluded In the non-fiction list. 

"Midnight on the Desert” is the 
frankly revealing record of J. B. 
Priestley’s journey’s in this coun¬ 
try and his impressions of Ameri¬ 
ca gathered from them. From the 
accession of Victoria as Queen 
to the death of George V, Philip 
Guedalla plucks the high-light 
moments of history and presents 
them in ‘The Hundred Years,” a 
gorgeously colored politico-eco¬ 
nomic cavalcade. Ralph Roeder, 
the author of “Man of the 
Renaissance," packs human inter¬ 
est and suspense into “Catherine 
de Medici and the Lost Revolu¬ 
tion,” a smooth-flowing, finely- 
written narrative of a ruthless 
queen and her times. 

Other new non-fiction includes 
“Beam Ends,” Flynn; “Victorious 
Living," Jones; "Shrine of a 
Thousand Buddha s," Tuccl; 
"Aaron Burr,” Alexander; "Nich¬ 
olas II,” Essed-Bey, and “We or 
They," Armstrong. 

A wealth of new fiction awaits 
library partons. “Jordanstown,” by 
the author of “Now in Novem¬ 
ber,” Josephine Johnson, tells 
with fine sensitivity and insight 
of a year in the life of a small 
industrial town. John Steinback. 
a superb and versatile craftsman, 
tells the warm and tragic story 
of George and Lennie, two fruit- 
tramps in California, who belong 
to the socially disinherited, in "Of 


Mice and Men.” Meyer Levin's 
"The Old Bunch” deals with the 
diverting lives of a group of | 
young Jews in Chicago. 

The law of the land is the 
theme of Martha Ostenso’s stern- 
charactered novel, “The Stone 
Field.” With the tenderness and 
finish of “Mr. Chips," James Hil¬ 
ton, in a combination idyl and 
detective story, “We Are Not 
Alone,” writes of a “little doc- j 
tor” in a small cathedral town. 

A woman’s quest for happiness 
in marriage," Bread and Roses,” 1 
by Kathleen Norris, is specific j 
treatment of a general problem. 

Other new fiction includes j 
“Time At Her Heels,” Aldis; “As j

With Flowers? 


rams 

only have the field blossoms come 
forth in unusual splendor but the 
mountain sides, often too dull and 
brown to present a pretty picture, 
have dressed themselves In a beau¬ 
tiful green spring coat that defiee 
description. 

With the Wild Flowers of the 
lower San Joaquin valley as the 
ultimate objective and wishing to 
take in a loop trip so there would 
be no back-tracking, our scout car 
set out last Sunday morning to 
view the wonders of nature creat¬ 
ed in a great measure by the win 
ter rains of which we all became 
so tired, but that now are being 
duly appreciated by the nature 
seeker. 

We left Los Angeles at 6:30 a. 
m-, for two very good reasons. 
First, to avoid the heavy traffic 
of San Fernando road which starts 
with a rush about nine o’clock 
and second, because the trip we 
planned was 314 miles in length 
which, with stops at interesting 
points and for dinner, meant at 
least twelve hours elapsed time 
before reaching home. 

Traveling north on San Fernan¬ 
do road we branched east on High¬ 
way No. 7, through Saugus, on up 
beautiful Mint canyon to Palm 
dale, Lancaster and on to Mojave. 
The familiar Joshua groves north 
of Lancaster are now in full bloom 
and present a picture that camrnt 
be duplicated. As one Easterner 
pointedly remarked: “How is it 
possible in such dry soil for a 
tree to become so rheumatic in 
every joint.’’ With just a little im¬ 
agination one may discover most 
any figure his mind may conjure. 
Here stands a Roman soldier, pro¬ 
bably Horatius at tha bridge; 
there lies Goliath with David’s 
foot on his hapless neck; yonder 
stands the Scarecrow of the Wiz¬ 
ard of Oz, just as FYed Stone por¬ 
trayed him; oh, countless, endless 
figments of one’s imagination! All 
•re there if one but wanders about 
among these freaks of the desert 
looking at them from every angle. 

From Mojave we turned north¬ 
west on Highway No. 466, and 
atarted our climb over the Tehach- 
api range to Bakersfield and the 
apringtime wonders of tha San 
Joaquin. Snow still lies on the topa

its way, on up to the town of Te- 
tachapi where l a located tha Cali- 


Failure with annual flower seed 
is likely to be due in most cases to 
one of two causes—the time they 
take to germinate and the tininess 
of the seedling plants. 

Annuals which germinate quick¬ 
ly, such as zinnias, which come up 
in a few days, are easy for most 
garden makers. But larkspurs 
take fifteen days; petunias, twen¬ 
ty; sweet peas, fifteen, and in gen¬ 
eral there is a great variation in 
the time it takes flower seeds to 
start growing, with many varieties 
taking much longer than the be¬ 
ginner is likely to expect.

Consequently many a sowing is 
given up for lost before the seed 
has had time to grow, and when 
the seedlings do come they are not 
discovered. 

Tiny flower seedlings are easily 
destroyed by the wash of rains 
across the bed. They are subject 
to other hazards which will usually 
destroy them unless the gardener' 
has discovered and is taking care 
of them. A beginner is well ad¬ 
vised if he sows his flowers in a 
seed bed, in rows which can be 
marked. The bed should be sur¬ 
rounded by a wooden curb 2 inches 
high, which will keep rain front 
washing over it. 

When the seedlings appear they 
will be recognized because they 
are in the row, and can be iden¬ 
tified from the label. The garden¬ 
er can become familiar with tha 
appearance of the different flowers 
in the seedling stage. He will then 
be equipped to sow them broad¬ 
cast in the border another year 
, with the assurance of being abla 
to tell flower seedlings from weeds.
